A nnouncem ent cam e with word 
that a thorough study of the 
state hospital district plan had 
been completed by a group head­ 
ed by K enneth Kirk as chairm an 
and that the report w as ready for 
submission at the April 19 m eet­ 
ing. 


THE MEETING nex t M onday’ 
will be held at the Fiesta House | 
on the D esert Inn grounds and 
representatives have been invited 
from Palm Springs, Desert Hot 
Springs, Thousand Palm s, Palm 
Village, Palm Desert, Rancho M i­ 
rage, C athedral City and Tram - 
view. 
In 
the prelim inary study of | 
feasibility of creating the hospital 
district here, the area contem plat­ 
ed for inclusion has been the Des­ 
ert School district w ith addition 
of Palm D esert and Palm V il­ 
lage. 


FRANK H. BENNETT, presi­ 
dent of the Palm Springs Com m u­ 
nity Hospital association, recently 
appointed K enneth K irk as chair­ 
m an of the com m ittee to direct 
) a study of the new plan and to 
supervise any cam paign for its 
adoption should the com m ittee 
which meets here on A pril 19 give 
its approval to the proposition. 
The chairm an has gathered in ­ 
form ation on the district plan, 
w hich is now in operation in 27 
other areas of California, and has 
conferred w ith representative c it­ 
izens in all parts of the proposed 
district. He has found unanim ous 
enthusiasm for the hospital plan, 
he reports. 
Legislation enabling local areas 
to undertake this new hospital 
operation setup, functioning much 
the sam e as does a school, road or ' 
sanitation district, w as adopted j 
by the state tw o years ago. 


THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS, 
of the Palm Springs Com m unity

association 
has 
g iv e n ' 
much study to the plan during 
the past year, and this in fo rm a-, 
tion has been made available to I 
C hairm an K irk upon his accept-1 
ance of the im portant post. 
Should the April 19 m eeting 
approve the hospital plan, signa­ 
tures will be sought throughout 
the district to petitions asking the 
county board of supervisors to 
call a special election, probably 
late next fall, on the question of 
the creation of the district.

The stage was all set today for 
the city’s most im portant election 
in years w ith five council posi­ 
tions to be filled and a field ol 
14 candidates to choose from. 
Those elected at today's m u ­ 
nicipal election w ill serve for four 
years. 


ON THE WHOLE, the cam ­ 
paign was a rem arkably clean 
one with candidates making their 
cam paigns on th e constructive 
side. Some last-m inute rum ors of 
w ithdraw als 
of 
entries 
were 
started but as the vote drive 
sw ung into its last day, all 14 of 
the original entries were still in 
the field w ith no official w ith­ 
draw als announced. 
In the five districts involved 
there w ere 1998 eligible voters 
registered on M arch 4, the clos­ 
ing day for this election. Some 
of them have m oved away since 
th at date but m ore than I960 re­ 
main. A large percentage of this 
num ber is expected to m ake the 
trip to the polls betw een 10 a.m. 
and 7 p.m. tom orrow , the hours 
the polls are open. 


DISTRICT ONE which has the 
m ost candidates, six, also holds 
the most voters, 816. Because of 
its size, it will vote at two pre­ 
cincts. Voters living in city pre­ 
cinct 1 will vote at the Boy Scout 
house, those in city precinct 8, 
designated as 1A for today's elec­ 
tion, will vote at Littleton's Auto 
agency. 
D istrict Three is listed with 404 
voters and has tw o candidates, 
D istrict Five has 259 voters en ­ 
rolled. 
In D istrict 
Six, 
w here 
three are running, there are 366 
voters and in D istrict Seven, with 
tw o candidates, 153 voters.

Sees Local Facilities 


"Y ear-round support is im pera­ 
tive to the existence of a general 
hospital, such as your present 
I Com m unity 
Hospital 
in 
Palm 
Springs," said J. Douglas Colman, 
I chairm an of the N ational Blue 
Cross Commission and lecturer on 
hospital adm inistration at Johns 
Hopkins U niversity, following an 
inspection of the hospital facili­ 
ties here. 
Mr. Colm an was in the Village 
visiting Jacques Crommelin, m an­ 
ager of Sm ukctree Guest Ranch 
and a m em ber of the board ol 
trustees of the Comm unity Hos­ 
pital here. He was shown the hos­ 
pital property by Howard Jay, its 
consultant, and Genevieve Valen­ 
cia. R.N.. the adm inistrator. 
I 
"BOTH PRIVATE business and 
I m unicipal governm ent in Palm 
Springs have encouraged an in­ 
flux of visitors each w inter,” Mr. 
Colman explained. "Most of these 
visitors come from communities 
w here the best of hospital care is 
taken as a m atter of course. Palm 
Springs has a • vsponsibility to 
botn its visitors and its perm anent 
residents to assure the constant 
availability of com plete hospital 
care. 
"Yet that is not so easy as it 
sounds. A good hospital is more 
than a building. It is first a group 
of devoted physicians, nurses and 
employees who have learned to 
work together. A sm oothly func­ 
tioning operating team of a 24- 
hour 
em ergency 
room 
service 
does not come into existence ov­ 
ernight. 
Such 
an 
organization 
cannot be throw n together every 
October 
and 
disbanded 
every 
April. 


"A NUCLEUS of key person­ 
nel must be retained on a tw elve­ 
m onth basis around w hich the 
hospital organization can be ex­ 
panded each year to meet the 
w inter load, even though the light 
sum m er load might not tax their 
full energies. 
"As was to be expected in a 
hospital serving a transient pop­ 
ulation, the records disclosed a 
large num ber of .-urgical em er­ 
gencies from traffic and other ac­ 
cidents during the w inter months. 


"OF ALMOST EQUAL urgency 
is the need for facilities to care 
for serious infections and comm u­ 
nicable disease patients who are 
too gravely ill to be transferred 
to a special hospital. The precau­ 
tions now necessary in earing for 
these patients in the present fa­ 
cilities place a heavy burden on 
the hard-w orking staff. 
"Palm Springs is fortunate in 
having a devoted group such as 
1 m et today, interested in its hos­ 
pital affairs. I hope the brilliant 
work that has been done thus far 
by the trustees, the physicians, 
and the employed staff w ith only 
lim ited facilities, will find w hole­ 
hearted support from both the 
full 
and 
part-tim e 
citizens of 
Palm Springs."

An appeal was sounded by offi­ 
cials of the Palm Springs Com­ 
m unity Hospital to Villagers and 
w inter residents about to close up 
their homes here for the summer 
months.

One of these is the 
small pocket-book size “W estern 
Bird G uide”, and the second is 
entitled 
“Jack

Birds”, by Jack Miner. Mr. Miner 
was one of the first to pioneer in 
bird banding and much of our 
present know ledge on the m igra­ 
tion of th e game birds is due to 
his careful work. He also estab­ 
lished a bird sanctuary in C ana­ 
da. The other books are the two- 
volume set by W illiam Beebe on 
“Pheasants — T heir 
Lives 
and 
Homes”. These beautifully illus­ 
trated volumes are an abridged 
version of Beebe's earlier “Mono­ 
graph of the Pheasants”, which 
was published in four volumes at 
a cost price of $250.00 a set. This 
later tw o-volum e edition, pub­ 
lished in 1926. contains all but 
the technical descriptions and in ­ 
cludes all of the black-and-w hite 
and full-colored paintings of all 
of the known pheasants of the 
world. Most people think of W il­ 
liam Beebe as an oceanographer 
who has specialized on m arine 
fish, observing them in his sub­ 
m arine diving bells. However. Dr. 
Beebe is actually a w ell-rounded 
naturalist and this m onum ental 
work on the pheasants, which in­ 
volved eight years of preparation, 
will prove that he is just as much 
an ornithologist as he is a marine 
specialist.
